Lawyers’ Wills. 


Truly, the law is a baffling institation. 
One of its most brilliant exponents ‘since 
the time ef Bacon was the late Karl of 
Halsbury. Yet the publication of his will, 
which he drew up himself, reveals the 
fact that he was unable to perform this 
comparatively simple task correctly, He 
left the sum of £25,000, and thé courts 
have found it necessary to fake affidavits 
from the witnesses as to The. execution 
and condition of the will before it-can be 
admitted to probate. Lord Halsbury was 
not~ the we? offender against his own 
profession. any eminent lawyers have 
insisted: on drawing up their own wills, 
aud not. a few of them have blandered. 
The late Lord St. Helier, who, as Sir 
Francis ‘Jeune, was: for many years 
President of the Probate Division ol the 
High Court.of England, made a ‘‘ will” 
which broke nearly every rule of the game. 
Lord Grimthorpe left' a series of docu- 
ments behind him, but nobody could dis- 
cover what he proposed to do with his 
estate, and prolonged litigation was the 
resalt of his carelessness, Lords Brougham 
and Vyndhurst, both brilliant tenants of 
the Woolsack, blundered in like fashion. 


Can. this series of imperfect wills be for- 


tuitous? Perhaps, the great. men blundered 
on purpose just to convince the layman 
that a lawyer's will is cheaper in the

AUCTION BRIDGE. 


DECLARATION AFTER THREE 
PASSES. 


It sometimes happens that the dealer, second, 
and third players in turn all decide on passing. 
What course then should tho iset player follow? 
Here comes’ one of the niceties of judgment 
which make auction bridge such & popular 
game. In such a predicament the inexperienced 
player frequently makes a fave pes. Generutly 
one or more of the first three players will havo 
made a bid from which the fourth in hand can 
reap much mote information as to the lie of 
the cards than is possible after three passes, 
However, thus placed, he should avail himself 
of all possible inferences, and must bo careful 
not to fall into the error of calling as if ho 
had been in the place of one of the other 
players. Most of the etrength outside his own 
hand cannot lie with one player, or that player 
would have indicated. such ty a call, The 
high cards are, therefore, fairly evenly distri- 
buted among the three players. For this reason 
he also shou'd puss, unless ho has a really 
etrong hand, such « hand that he would have 
great compunction in throwing it down. 

A suit cal] ehould not be made uhles he 
poseeses outside sitengti), and, furthermore, 
provided he does not bold a hand of: unysual 
strength in clubs or diamonds, he should not 
call in either of those suits. The playér who 
goes not observe this maxim. will, in all pro- 
bahility find that hia opponmmts will call in 
hearts or spades, thereby taking fuil advan- 
tage of the higher value of those two euite. 
Every bridge player knows the distracted feel- 
ings experienced by the owner of tho) suit of 
inferior valne. Then, indeed, will come remorse 
for no, passing al the opportune time. 

Personally, 1 should also be inclined to apply 
the above rule in a Msser degrée in the case of 
hearis, unless | heid strength sufficient to. pre- 
vent my opponents from making good a cop- 
tract in spades or no trumps. If the rubber is

indeed. Mr. Chamberlain quietly replied 
to Sir Thomas Polson’s inquiry that the 
Admiralty. had acted in accordance with 
a general instruction of the Government 
and that he would not be surprised if other 
departments followed its example. 

r. Asquith, who was warmly welcomed 
by his followers as he limped into the 
House with the aid of a stick, hardiy 
fulfilled. the promise «of his opening 
sentences. In those he pointed out that 
the instructions to the Geddes Committee 
constituted an admission by the Govern- 
ment that it ought to save £75,000,000—- 
the equivalent of an income tax of 3s. 4d. 
in the pound—reviewed the various 
abortive attempts of the Government to 
secure economy from the-departments, atid 
described as “a grotesque spectacle” the 
duel between the Committee and the 
Admiralty, which would have caused any 
of the great financiers ofthe past—Glad- 
stone, Harcourt, or Hicks-Beach—to use 
language calculated to make the peccant 
oficials drown themselves ‘in the orna- 
mental waters of St. James's Park. 

The reports, he said, were “ sirewn with 
fragments of the new Jerusalem.” But 
he drow a!marked distinction between the 
proposed savings on defence, which he 
generally approved, and the suggested 
paring-down of education, which would he 
no economy at all. Incidentally, he 
pleaded: for more State help for the 
Universities, which, from his experience 
as Chairman of the Royal Commission. 
were doing-splendid work for the ‘youth of 
all classes. Here he flatly contradicted 
a Labour member who had said that ther 
did néthing far poor children.
